Party store lawsuit in court

A lawsuit between two 
Romulus party stores is in the 
pre-trial stage before Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge 
James E. Mies. 

Fakhri Yono, attorney for 
the owner of Golden Gallon 
party store, is continuing to 
question members of the 
Sirhan Corp. for an alleged 
breach of contract with Robert 
Ouro, owner of Golden Gallon. 

The contract states Sirhan 
Corp. owner would not open a 
similar business after it was 
sold to the current owner. Since 
the sale of Golden Gallon, 
Sirhan Corp. has allegedly 


opened an ice cream store next 
to Golden Gallon and a beer- 
and-wine convenient store 
across the street carrying a 
number of the same items as 
the Golden Gallon, according 
to Ouro. 

“They are not only selling ice 
cream, but they are also selling 
hot dogs, kielbasa, pop and 
other items which I carry, and 
they agreed not to carry the 
same items or open a similar 
business for five years as 
stated in the contract,” Ouro 
said. 

The terms of the purchase 
agreement are as follows: 

• Seller agrees he will not en- 
gage in any business similar to 


or in competition with the busi- 
ness currently operated by sel- 
ler as either as individual, part- 
ner, joint venturer, employee, 
agent or salesman for any per- 
son, firm or corporation or as 
an officer, director or em- 
ployee of any corporation en- 
gaged in business. 

• The terms will remain in 
force for a period of five years 
from and after the closing date 
and said covenant will extend 
for the area within a 2-mile 
radius. 

A court date for continuing 
the questioning has not been set 
yet.

Theater group looking for help 


Mark and Julie Frentrup of 
Redford donated $250 last 
spring to the Adopt-A-Seat 
Donation Program of the 
Palace Theater Co. in Wayne. 
The couple’s money, along with 
$2,000 in other donations, will 
help buy 80 theater seats, part of 
a large restoration project the 
company initiated in 1989. 

“I believe in community arts, 
and 1 am willing to donate hard- 
earned money to see the Palace 
Theater Co. get off the ground,” 
Julie Frentrup said. 

Because of Gov. John En- 
gler’s proposed budget cuts on 
Michigan arts grants and the 
economic recession, the com- 
pany has shifted its target from 
public and private organiza- 
tions to a greater number of in- 
dividual residents, according to 
board member Robert Weibel. 

“The cancellation of budget 
cuts would have made our thea- 
ter work easier, but our goal is 


not to depend on the state,” said 
Weibel, a member of the board 
of directors. “Our goal is to 
make it on our own. All of our 
projects have to be supported by 
the local community.” 

Weibel said in 1990 the Michi- 
gan Youth Corps Grant 
awarded the Palace Theater Co. 
$7,700 to pay high school drop- 
outs for their interior and ex- 
terior work on the theater. He 
said this program cannot be re- 
peated in 1991 because of the 
cuts. 

Weibel said the company has 
canceled its 1991 application to 
the Michigan Equity Program 
of the Michigan State Depart- 
ment of Commerce for $100,000 
because of lack of state aid 

“There has been a shift in our 
plans,” Weibel said. “We had 
hoped half of our needed re- 
venue would come through pub- 
lic grants, and the other half on 


our own. Now we must contend 
with this ourselves.” 

Private foundations tend to 
give money to corporations that 
are established, such as the De- 
troit Institute of Arts and the De- 
troit Symphony, Weibel said. 
This means the Palace Theater 
Co. is less likely to receive help 
from those foundations, since 
their doors are not yet open for 
business. 

Weibel said as a result of the 
recession, the economic outlook 
for donations from residents in 
local communities is poor “If 
times were booming and people 
had extra income, it would be a 
better time to give,” he said. 

The theater company consists 
of a nine-member Board of 
Directors, which plans to reno- 
vate a rare, vaudeville theater 
on Michigan Avenue and estab- 
lish a performing arts and cultu- 
ral center for western Wayne

“What’s in a name?” was the 
question a Romulus land owner 
posed Tuesday to City Coun- 
cilmembers in making a sug- 
gestion to change the name of 
Romulus. 

In turn, councilmembers re- 
jected the request, after de- 
fending the current name in a 
rage of heritage. 

With no idea for a better title 
in mind, Mark Lewkowicz, 28, 
of Southfield and the owner of 
50 acres of undeveloped Romu- 
lus land, suggested a name 
change was just the medicine 
Romulus needed to cure itself 
of a “bad image.” 

“Romulus has had a lot of 
bad publicity over the years 
and I think in order for the city 
to enhance the value of proper- 
ty and speed up development, a 


more sophisticated and roman- 
tic name is in order,” Lewko- 
wicz said. “Look at Auburn 
Hills, for example. Since its 
name changed from Pontiac 
Township, that city has shown 
tremendous growth as has 
Farmington Hills, formerly 
Farmington Township. 

“I believe a change in Romu- 
lus might create better feelings 
and a greater sense of interest 
in the city.” 

Councilmembers did not 
agree. 

“I have lived in the same 
house in this city for 48 years 
and I expect to die here as my 
beloved wife did,” Councilman 
Jimmie C. Raspberry said. “I 
would sooner change my name 
than the name of this city.” 

Saying they respected Lew- 
kowicz’s right to an opinion, 
other councilmembers agreed. 

“There are problems in any 


community,” Mayor Pro Tern 
Randolph Gear said. “But 
that’s no reason to change 
identity. Whether or not we 
change the name, development 
of this city is imminent.” 

As far as Lewkowicz’s asser- 
tion the name is not “roman- 
tic” enough, Gear reminded 
Lewkowicz the name of the city 
is rooted in an ancient fable. 

Formed in 1835, two years be- 
fore Michigan became the 26th 
state, Romulus was heavily in- 
fested with wolves. According 
to lore, twins who were raised 
by wolves, Romulus and Re- 
mus, are said to have been the 
namesake of the city. 

“Nothing is quite as sweet as 
success, and I believe Romulus 
is a very successful city,” 
Mayor Beverly McAnally said. 
“We have everything going for 
us and I see no need for a 
change of any kind.”

Wellesley residents take next 
step in recall of board members

Wellesley Townhouses Coop- 
erative residents achieved 
their goal May 24 and obtained 
a recall meeting and election 
day, both targeted for June. 

Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge William Cahalan ruled 
the Wellesley Board of Direc- 
tors must set up an 8 a.m. to 8 
p.m. balloting day for the re- 
call election, according to 
Cynthia McMillin, newly 
appointed board member. 

“A June 3 recall meeting has 
been set, and a June 10 election 
has been set,” McMillin said. 

Last month, residents pick- 
eted the cooperative office, 
asking for a recall of board 
members William Lincoln, 
Mary Danko, Mary Tyus and 
Marjorie Haynie. 

Lincoln recently resigned as 
a board member stating in his 
resignation letter he hopes ‘‘all 
members of Wellesley could 
unite on the common course of 
improving the living conditions 
for all members of Wellesley.” 

"I am deeply sad'dened that 
my best efforts, and those of 
other board members, have not 
been sufficient to avoid a great 
rift among some of the board 
members of the cooperative,”

Lincoln said. “This is particu- 
larly distressing because rep- 
resentatives from the United 
States Department of Housing 
and Urban Development have 
made it quite clear that as long 
as there is unrest and instabil- 
ity in the board/member/man- 
agement affairs at Wellesley, 
we will not obtain the $2 million 
dollars in flexible subsidy 
funds that we have all been 
striving for during the past 
several years.” 

Recently, Wellesley resi- 
dents took matters into their 
own hands and added seven 
more members to the Board of 


Directors. 

On May 5, a membership 
meeting was staged. The ori- 
ginal board consisting of the 

five members, according to 
McMillin, canceled the meet- 
ing. The Wellesley by-laws do 
not state the board has a right 
to cancel a meeting, McMillin 
said. 

“We met anyway,” McMillin 
said. “Our legal counsel in- 
formed us we could do this 
according to our by-laws. We 
went through the whole elec- 
tion procedure.” 

Board member Charles Rip- 
ple hand delivered the recently 
approved resolutions to the 
new president, Mary Danko. 
Lincoln was president until ab- 
out April 30, when Danko and 
Lincoln decided to switch posi- 
tions. 

Wellesley former attorney 
Carl Becker resigned, alleging 
the former board members; 
Danko, Tyus, Haynie and Lin- 
coln used his name for political 
reasons and twisted informa- 
tion to benefit the board. 

“I cannot work for a Board of 
Directors which selectively 
discloses certain attorney- 
client matters, but not others 
for apparent political purposes 
and uses my name in the pro- 
cess,” Becker said.

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Senator seeks clarification on bill

State Sen. William Faust <D- 
Westland) last week called a 
proposed abortion-consent bill 
“unclear” and vowed to offer 
amendments after the bill is in- 
troduced to the state Senate 
Wednesday. 

Stipulations of the bill, called 
Women's Right To Know by 
supporters, include a manda- 
tory 24-hour cooling-off period 
for women seeking abortions 
and regulations that doctors 
must inform their patients of 
all risks involved during an 
abortion, show pictures of a de- 
veloping fetus and detail the 
stress and mental anguish 
which may accompany an 
abortion. 

“I have reservations about 
the language and serious ques- 
tions about this bill,” Faust 
said. “It puts the physician into 
a forced position that a person 
may not feel is best for his or 
her patient.” 

The bill is unlike the Parental 
Consent Law passed by the 


state Congress in March. 

For one thing, it impacts pre- 
gnant women of all ages, in- 
stead of just minors. It also 
places more restrictions on the 
operating doctor to try and per- 
suade women not to have abor- 
tions through scare tactics, cri- 
tics contend. 

Pam Landis, assistant direc- 
tor of the Michigan Abortion 
Rights League, blasted the bill, 
saying it’s nothing more than 
“political propaganda” from 
the anti-abortion movement. 

“The bill forces the doctor to 
give highly charged political 
messages to women during an 
emotional time,” Landis said. 
“It forces them to be the 
mouthpieces for the anti- 
abortion movement. This 
limits the doctor’s ability to 
give women sound medical 
advice by requiring them to do 
all these things. 

“It’s an attempt to terrorize 
and harass women and to dis- 
courage them from having 
abortions.” 

In its current form, the prop- 
osed bill is not likely to be 
approved by the state Senate,

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according to legislative insid- 
ers. They say the bill needs to 
be overhauled to allow physi- 
cians more flexibility in their 
operating procedures. 

Moreover, the stipulations of 
showing fetus pictures and dis- 
cussing mental anguish to 
abortion patients might also 
roadblock the bill from pas- 
sage. 

“It’s obvious the reason for 
the legislation is to make 
women think twice about what 
they are about to do,” Faust 
said. “There aren’t any easy 
answers. I would like to make 
some amendments to allow' 
physicians more options to help 
the person through what’s 
going to happen during the op- 
eration.”

Official says he complied with copyright

Matthew Raftary, director of 
Romulus assessment, recently 
addressed the concerns of resi- 
dents Judy Frederick and 
Dorene Seibert on not being 
able to obtain various pages of 
the State Tax Commission cost 
manuals. 

Frederick and Seibert 
approached councilmembers 
April 8 and alleged Raftary 
would not comply with the 
Freedom of Information Act by 
making copies of the manual. 

Raftary, however, informed 
Mayor Beverly McAnally 
through a letter he was only fol- 


lowing the rules in regards to 
copyright documentation. 

“I informed (Seibert) the 
manual containing the rates 
were contained in the State Tax 
Commission cost manuals and 
that she was welcome to review 
these rates in my office at her 
convenience,” Raftary said. “I 
also stated that in my opinion 
that the manual is a copyright- 
ed document that is exempt 
from the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act and, without express 
written consent, could not be 
duplicated.” 

On April 2, Seibert and 
Frederick approached Raftary 
to review the manual, which 
they were promptly given, 


according to Raftary. 

“Under the Freedom of In- 
formation Act, it is stated that 
while making records avail- 
able upon request that an offi- 
cial may take the necessary ac- 
tions to secure the integrity of 
such documents,” Raftary 
said. “In as much as this manu- 
al is the only such manual in the 
city and is of such great import- 
ance in performing the duties 
of this office, it is an item to 
which we take every precau- 
tion to safeguard. 

Raftary pointed out on the 
document itself any part of the 
manual cannot be duplicated 
without the written consent of 


the State of Michigan, State 
Tax Commission or Marshall 
and Swift Co. 

“Therefore, it is our opinion 
that, the duplication of this 
manual in any part would be a 
violation of federal copyright 
laws,” Raftary said. ‘When I 
attempted to explain this to 
Mrs. Seibert she stated that 
this was a lie and that I only 
wished to harass her. As I 
assured her that it was not my 
intention to harass her in any 
way and again attempted to ex- 
plain my position, I was again 
cut off and told that I was mere- 
ly harassing her.” 

Raftary then made a call to 


the State Tax Commission, 
spoke with James Massa who 
informed Raftary if making 
copies of the manual would set- 
tle the situation, then the State 
Tax Commission would not ob- 
ject to furnishing copies. 

“It was and still remains our 
opinion that the State Tax Com- 
mission Cost Manual is a 
copyrighted document and 
may not be reproduced without 
expressed written consent,” 
Raftary said. “We have re- 
quested a formal opinion on 
this matter from the State Tax 
Commission as well as legal 
counsel for clarification and 
for future reference.”

County, according to Weibel. 
The group hopes to provide the 
community with special events, 
concerts, comedy, exhibitions 
and meeting space. 

“Arts improves the quality of 
life, and by not supporting it you 
are literally ignoring a large 
segment of the fine arts popula- 
tion,” Frentrup said. 

The company first opened as 
the Woodward Theater Co. on 
Aug. 27, 1927, and performed va- 
rious vaudeville shows. In 1951, 
Walter Shafer bought the histor- 
ical structure and converted it 
into a movie theater until 1951 
when the stage area was closed 
and the lobby was taken over by 
a music store. In April 1985, a 
fire caused minor smoke dam- 
age to the theater. Two years 
later, a group of people in- 
terested in saving the historical 
building from the wrecking ball 
came together and formed a 
nonprofit corporation, the 
Palace Theater Co. They bought 
the building on Nov. 30, 1989. 

The Wayne theater, the last of 
its type in the area, is a classic 


Broadway design, according to 
board member and retired John 
Glenn High School drama 
teacher Lois Tobin. She said it 
has outstanding acoustics, sea- 
ting for more than 800, and an 
intimate balcony overlooking a 
spacious stage . 

Weibel said the next steps in 
the renovation process are the 
installations of restrooms and a 
heating and air conditioning 
system and repairing of entr- 
ances to comply with fire codes. 
Estimated costs for the entire 
restoration project is $760,000. 

“Our architects in Ann Arbor 
have just finished drawings for 
the interior and exterior of the 
building,” Weibel said. “We are 
on schedule. I would guess the 
theater will be open for per- 
formances in three years, 
maybe five years at the most.” 

Weibel said he expects the 
first shows will be performed 
“truck and bus” style, per- 
formed by a traveling group 
Ultimately, Weibel said the 
company hopes to present six to 
eight musicals each year by its 
own professional resident 
acting company.

Enlistees recruited 
for high-tech Navy

Televised coverage of the 
Persian Gulf War has provided 
viewers with a powerful mes- 
sage about the high-tech 
aspects of the modem Navy. 

“We’ve talked about our su- 
perior pow ? er and our technolo- 
gy, but this was the first oppor- 
tunity the public has had to see 
the Navy in action, and to 
observe the high technology 
that is used,” Navy Recruiter 
Carl Harden said. “Seeing the 
televised coverage of the war 
heightened interest in the milit- 
ary and brought out patriotism 
in people. It also prompted 
some people to want to become 
part of the winning team. 

“It also showed the public 
that the liberty and freedom we 
value are here because we 
have the military to guard 
them. I think the recent events 
helped Americans to appreci- 
ate what they have and to also 
appreciate those who are serv- 
ing to protect their rights.” 

While an interest in service 
to their country motivates re- 
cruits, the main reasons for en- 
listment cited by many re- 
cruits are the educational and 
training programs in the Navy. 

Harden, a 1974 Belleville 
High School graduate, began 
his Navy career two years af- 
ter graduation when he decided 
it offered him just what he 
wanted - an opportunity to 
travel, training for a food ser- 
vice career and college. 

His travels have taken him to 
Jacksonville, Fla., where he 
trained under the guidance of a 
noted chef, and later to the Phi-

lippines, Korea, Japan, Hong 
Kong, Taiwan, Hawaii, Guam 
and Iceland. 

However, four and one-half 
years ago Harden decided to 
return to his home state as a 
recruiter, and now serves at 
the military recruitment office 
at the Washington Plaza, 
Wayne Road and Glenwood, 
Westland. 

“I enjoy the recruiting duties 
because I really believe in the 
programs,” Harden said. “It’s 
nice to be stationed near home, 
and I think it’s an advantage in 
dealing with local people to be 
from the area. People know me 
and they trust me.” 

Harden performs a variety of 
duties as a recruiter, including 
performing public relations 
functions, developing aware- 
ness and creating interest in 
military service. 

“Recruiters also serve as 
representatives of the Navy in 
the community. We make calls 
and visits to prospective re- 
cruits and attend school and 
community functions,” he 
said. “I’ve also taught sea pow- 
er classes to high school stu- 
dents.”
